Dauererous Naval Experiments at 
rortsmoath-The Utility of the 
Torpedo Boat Lessened. 



The Elections in Irelaud-rBoth Par- 
ties Alert and Confident— Lively 
Times Expected.

Vai.I'Aiiaiso, Chili, Oct. 21.— The Span- 
ialj legation continues to afford shelter to 
five political refugees, despite the inunifest 
desire of the junta that they be turned over 
to its custody. Senor Ordonez, the Span- 
ish minister, has been, and is now, uuting 
in accord with Mr. Kkuu, who has made 
material anil pointeil evidence before the 
provisional miniHter of loreif;n ad'airs re- 
furring to the rii;litu in the iircmisus. Mr. 
]^f,'an'.'i afgun,cnt is so forcible anil con- 
clusive tliac it Is blronyly probctble that a 
safe eoniliict will lie griinted to the political 
refugees in the Aiiiencau legation after the 
elections determine who is to bo lialniA- 
coda's successor as preaidenl of Cbili. In 
regard to the row liotweeii t!ie Chilian and 
American sailors, the criniinal judge has as- 
sured tlie consul-general that he will hold a 
full investigation of the atlair and will 
punish those found lo have been aggressors. 
The wounded American sailors aie improv- 
ing, and it is believed that all are now out 
of danger. It looks as if the Liberal jiarty 
had made considerable gain in the elections 
at Santiago, lost Sunday. The Conserva- 
tives appear to have gained in this city. 
There are, however, uon-otRcial reports 
fi'oni the provinces that insure Litieral 
gains.

Unllwny ArcldrulM In France 

Pahis, Oct. 22.— The French Cabinet, to- 
day, decided to reject, the proposition of 
tlie Senate Tariir Comiuittec to establish a 
rate of 2o francs on imported salt meats. 
Tliu Cabinet then ogrcod to accept the pro- 
posal of the Chamber of Uepiities bs recent- 
ly adopted by that body, to impose a duty 
of 20 francs per 100 kilos ou such meats. 
Before concluding its sitting, the Cabinet 
discussed tlio recent remarkable increase in 
the number of railway accidents occurring 
ill Franco, It is probnb'.,. Uir,.: nonio legis- 
lation in connection with lite growing evil 
will be submitted to the Chamber, by the 
Minister of the Interior, M. Constans. 

A BiTBl far Punch. 

London, Oct. 22. — Geo. Nownes, Liberal 
member of parliament for Newmarket, is 
aljout to start a rival to Punch. It will be 
published at a lower price, will be illus- 
trated liy the best artists in the conutry, 
and will support the Liberal party.ns contra- 
distinguished from tlie Conservative ten- 
dency of Punch, Mr. Newnes being a strong 
supporter of Gladstone 

The Anlt.rarnellllr Niiiiiiiiro. 
Dt'Dl-IN, Oct. 22. — In conscijuence <;f the 
vigorous and agressive disposition displayed 
by the Purnellitea, in having already placed 
John E. lledinoii 1 in the liold to contest 
the seat in the lloiiso of Coniniona for Cork, 
made vacent by the death of .Mr. I'arnell, 
the anti-l'arnellites have (leterniiiied lo 
noniiiiati: to-niorn,w a caiulidat'." to <ippo.sc 
.Mr. Itcdiniind, instead of awiiiting the 
meeting of the convention, which is set for 
'I'uesday of next week. The anti- I'arnell- 
ill's are greatly chajirineil over tiie delay of 
•Mr. Davilt in ariiving upon the scene of 
action; the more because they are extrcnuly 
anxious to have the immediate benefit of his 
advices in the extremely excitine campaign, 
which is already on, so funis tlieir oppon- 
ents are eoiicerned. The Tories have 
selected ("apt. .Saraficld to make tlie iiijht in 
I'arncU'a stronghold in their interest, Alder- 
man Scott retiritig in favor of the captain. 
This action does not, however, meet with 
the unanimous approval of the Conservative 
leaders, most of whom seriously queKtion 
the wisdom of their contesting Cork at this 
lime.

JJi'iiig sharp.y fol- 
lov.'cd np by government troops the revolu- 
tionist s lied across the frontier of the Ar- 
gentine Kepublio, where they were at once 
Proken up.

— Dispatches from every 
liiirtion of (ireat liritain arc arriving here, 
to ilay, all telling of the vastly increasing 
IIoikIk. 1 1 is feared that llie damuge con- 
Hi'(|uciit upon the sulMiii.'i'ging of properly 
will aggregate an enormous sum. For a dis- 
tance of thirty miles the Thames bus over- 
flowed its banks. 

IiirrNllRulliis (he IHIkc Caxr. 

London, Oct. 22.— Sir Charles DilUe, lie- 
ing now a standing candidate for Parlin- 
nient, and sefiking restoration to iiolilical 
life, iirouaes more tliiinever the hostility of 
the Coiifoi inist Liberals, who insist that liis 
case is worse than PiU'Lell's. In view of the 
bitter stale of feeling, a London clergyman 
of emiiiencu has taken np Ibe work of in- 
vestigation. Ho iu engaged in sifting the 
entire evidence produced ut the trial, in 
order to arrive at un impartial decision, 
which he will pubtiah in pamphlet form. 
To probe .the chargei to tlie bottom, he 



seeks interviowB with all persons whom he 
can possibly reaoh, connected with the 
course of the trial, including Sir Charles 
Dilke himself. The appearance of this 
pamphlet is looked for witii great interest. 

lutcrnntliHial ArbKrnllon. 

London, Oct. 22. — It is expected that the 
House of Commons at the next session will 
adopt a resolution in favor of a treaty be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States, 
providing for the settlement ot all disputes 
between the two countries by arbitration. 
No party openly opposes Liu; proposition, 
wliich is becoming more and more popular. 
To make the subject familiar to tlio working 
classes, the Intei n it onal Arbitration League 
will hold a series of conferences for working- 
men in the eliief counties, beginning at Bir- 
mingham and Manchester. The cause of 
international arbitration liaa made great 
strides of late, having been treated hilheitj 
lis an ab.ilracl question, anil from a senti- 
mental point of view. It is now to be 
bror.gbt down to the people in a practical 
form, as a proposition for the benefit of all, 
which will no doubt secure the sanction of 
Parliament. 

A nurd M'ith rarbines. 

Iliuu.iN, Oct. 22 —The police of Berlin 
arc to b,: armed with carbines in addition to 
the revolvers now in use. The carbines are 
to bo used only in cases when it beconies 
necessary to disperse large bodies of rioters. 

KrducInK llir Oulput. 

ViKNVA, Oct. 22. — The output of the 
rille factory at Sleyr is being gradually re- 
duced, anil the employes are being dis- 
mis.sed. 1 1 is ex[iected that the entire 
force of Id, (100 men will soon be released 
and the works closed. The nien will mostly 
find speedy re-cniplnymcut iu the Fruesiau 
arms factories. 

KusHlun Itclnllallon. 

Bhkijn, Oct. 22. — .A sensalidii was caiiscd 
on the lionrse in I'ei liii, on Tue.'jday, liy a 
a leadiii.; broker, who had been making ex- 
tensive purchases of Russian Rouble notes, 
suddenly demanding immediate delivery of 
these securities. There was a great fluster 
among the Bpccuhiiive sellers and had not 
their fellow brokers come to their rescue, 
a panic must have ensued, It has since 
transpired that the banker who mude the 
purobases, was an agenii of the Rasaian 
Government, and, though the reason for his 
unusual demand is not known, it is believed 
he was carrying out a 4eliberately arranged 
plot to cause a panic on the Bourse, with 
consequent loss to the brokers who had 
refused to participate m the Russian loan. 

Public Seiitlmcnf Ailvcmc. 

Pauls, Oct. 22. — The opposition of the 
agricultural classes to the admission of 
American pork threatens to_ block the rc 
moval of the restriction of the Senate, cither 
directly or indirectly, by raisjllg the tariir 
to a figure id most prohibitory^ The rejec 
lion by the CaI}ttrBt~6t.l;htf^:BSIl'ate proposi 
tion lo raise the duty to 25 francs per 100 
kcloB, on salt meats, does nob end tlio ob- 
structive fight against tho American pro 
duet, although there is now a preteuee that 
the Opposition is actuated by no other mo 
tive than a desire to protect French pig 
breeders against foreign rivalry. 

Died Vunie. 
Havana, Oct. 22. — Patenzuela, the 
notorious bandit, was overtaken in the 
woods near Colon, to-day, by soldiers, and 
shot to death. He made a desperate fight 
and killed several of bis pursuers before 
being shot.

I^dNDON, Oct. 22,— The most dangerous 
c :perin.cnt I vor witnessed at Portsnioutl 

whcie dangerous experiments are of almost 
daily occurrence, was ed'ectcd to-day, under 
the auspic !s of the admirulty ollicers. 
Naval and military experts have long been 
at work designiii,'; a boom that would be 
proof against the rushes of torpedo hinits, 
aiul which could be relied upon to protect 
rivcn's and n vi row mouthed harbors, such 
(,biei list own, from the ravage's of torpedo 
llccts, in case of wai . It was believed thai 
such ])ic)tection hail been devised, and the 
iiu'Liuinn was ti^^tcd tfi il.iy. It consiste 
of a bnom, thickly studded on its surface 
with formidiblc titi.'el spikes, logcl her with a 
scvcn iiiih Htiel hawser stretched taught 
ovcilicad. Lieii!.ctiant Stnrilee, who iiail 
disippioved till) pliiiiK, oH'crrd to prove the 
nil reel 11' KH of bin assertion, that thcilevice 
wnnld not all'ord llic proleclion decired. He 
guaranteed that he would either jump or 
force ihe boom, and he finally obtained per- 
mission to niiike the trial. A swift torpedo 
boat was loaned to the lieutenant for the 
cyiierimeiit. L'pon il he built a iniissive 
arched suiicrstriicture, extending from Iiow 
to stern, ini ended lo raise and t.',ipporl 
the overhanging hawser. Four wiamcn 
voliuiteereil to .'.coompany the <lariiig 
lieuteniinl. Tlielivesof all concenioii were 
specially insured for tlie benefit of .their 
families, by orders of the admiralty, whose 
experts believed that tho attempt wa% 
almost certain death. The iinportanoe of 
tho experiments us a means of making an 
Hclual test of the availability of the means 
of (kfl-nse alone justified the risk in the 
eyes of the ofiicials. The boom having bc^ n 
adjusted across (he mouth oF the harbor, 
the torpedo Itoat started on its hazardous] 
mission. The start was nmde half a mdu 
away from the boom, (.nd u high rate of 
speed was attained as tho obstruciion 
was iiearod. At the very hist mo- 
ment the lientenanl and his men 
rushed <lown below and put down the 
liatche.^. One iiistaiiL later, the lios.l, run- 
ning at a speed of nineteen Liiots, stru.-.'k the 
liooiii. The concus->iou was terrific, and all 
the occupants of the crafl were lliroiiii so 
violently against the Hides of the boal that 
they were piirtially brnisi'il. Il seemeil for 
a Hceoiid an thongli the ex))eclat ions ot 
Lieut. Stiirdee would be realized, iiinl the 
boat force its way through the biioiii. 
.She jiim]ied nearly clear, but before she gol 
through the hawser caught her iiiid presHed 
her ugaiiisl the big spikes of the boom, 
which held her like a vice ami 
tore her bottom badly. The boat 
ill once began to make water. 'The 
seamen worked al her Boma time before she 
could bo got free ; then they started for the 
bcKcli, but the boat foundered before reach- 
it| the crew being taken off by boats from, 



shore. There was much excitement among 
the soeotators, and, though Lieu«. Sturdee's 
views had been disproved, his bravery and 
that of his companions was highly praised. 
The Admiralty ofHcials are greatly pleased 
with the proof of the efficiency of the boom. 

The AuNtrallau Fleet. 

MELnounNE, Vic, Oct, 22.— The new 
Australian fleet is being received with en- 
thusiasm everywhere, and universal satis- 
faction is expressed by all with the vessels, 
both as to structure ft'id equipment. The 
fleet will probably make a tour of New 
Guinea and the neigtiborini; Polynesian 
Islands, after completing the round of the 
various Australian ports. 

(tvcrpradnctlon an«l MeKlnley. 

RmiLiN, Oct. 22.— Tho Vulcan Iron Co,, 

of Daisberg, which has branches elsewhere 
and is one of the most iiiniortaiit in liiirope, 
declared, to-day, at a meeting of the di- 
rectors, that the (iermaii iron industry was 
the lowest on record within several years, 
since it achieved its great expanse under the 
protective policy of Hismarek. 'The causes 
are said to bo partly on account of over- 
production and partly because of the Ameri- 
can McKinley law. 

The KaUer'n llobbv. 

IiKKl.lN, Oct. 22. — The Kaiser is pressing 
forward his favorite policy of building up 
the (Jcrman navy. The Uermau admiralty 
has ordered seven new torpedo boats to be 
built at the Kbbiug yards, whore two cruis- 
ers are aire being constructed for the Rus- 
sian government. 

Tbe C'rlslM at Iland, 

Rome, Oct. 22. — Signer Rudini had a 
long interview with tlie king yesterday and 
8ubse<)uently a cabinet council was held. 
It is believed that the Pope's proposition to 
leave Home is causing the government great 
uneasiness, and that the king and the pre- 
mier have been discussing- The govern- 
meut, however, has expressed no willing- 
ness to make use of the aliglitcat concession 
in the direction of augmenting the temporal 
jurisdiction of the Pope beyond the Vatican 
bounds, and King Humbert is known to be 
decidedly . opposed to any suggestion of 
weakening the authority of the kingdom of 
Italy iu Rome, A crisis in the papal ques- 
tion is thought to be at hand.

THE JUVENILE INCENDIAEY. 

Committed for Trial-Ball Accepted for Ills 
Api^arauce at the Proper Time. 

Newcoinbo Muaj^rave, tlio lad charged 
with setting fire to the Spencer building, 
was brought up in tlie city police court, 
yesterday morning, ilenais. Crease and 
Irving defended llie juvenile prisoner, who 
looked anything but happy in his utrange 
position. The case attracted considerable 
attention, the court room being crowded. 

Cyril Ward, a schoolmate of Newcombe's, 
was the first witness examined. Having 
convinced the court tliat he understood the 
nature of an oath, he was duly tworn. He 
deposed thnt the morning before tlie tire in 
Spencer's, Musgrave told him that he was 
guiug to light a fire in the school room, and 
that he had brought from honiu a bottle of 
coal oil for thiit purpose. Hesaw Musgrave 
put tlic coal oil in the bath room before the 
second lire, but he knew nothing as to the 
third lire. On the day previous to the 
third fire iliisgrave had a bottle of coal oil. 

H. Gillespie, a twelve-year old, stated 
that MuFgrave told him he was going to 
light the last lire, and at the time Mus- 
grave toM him that be had lighted the first 
ore by pciiring coal oil on a piece of wool 
and setting it alight. The reason he 
assigned for setting the place on Sre was 
to get eut of his algebra. 

Witness was asked if he told his teacher 
anything about the occurrence. He answered 
In the negative. 

Aurthur Gillespie, brother of the last 
witness, and liis jiini(>r, gave similar evi- 
dence. He did'nt see MusgnvVe with the 
coal oil, but Musgrave fold him about it, 
and flaid that lie had causeil tin; fii.sl fire. 
While going to lunch with .Vluagrave <ni the 
occabion of the first fire, the alarm sounded 
and Musgrave winked at witncsa, but said 
notliing.

Mr. Helyea did not consider it necessary 
to call any further evidence. The case had 
been clearly proven, and he would return 
the prisoner for trial. 

The question of bail was raised, and the 
.•iinount li.xed at $1,000— two surities of

Shortly after the court adjourned, the 
boy was liberated, his father and Mr.

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VICTORIA'S CENSUS. 

The Vancouver Advortisci- ia provinn it- 
self to be tlie most niulignant and the moat 
persistent enemy of Victoria. It never loses 
an opportunity to Buy a spiteful and ill- 
lULtared thing of it, and appearances indi- 
cate that it regards tho dispaiagement of 
tliia city as part of its regular business. The 
result of the census which thu Corporation 
has caused to be taken of the city's popula- 
tion is sill and wormwood to our oontem- 
.porary. it seems to believe that Victorians 
•«hould look upon tlie odieial census as in- 
Jfallible, and that to (juestion its accuracy is 
little better than flat lilaspheniy. it says : 

" We can scarcely credit the despatchea 
sent out from Victoria, lliut the people of 
the capital of the province seriously believe 
that the census recently taken by order of 
the City Council will be adopted l)y either 
^ the Covernnient or tlie people ot the Do- 
minion as u correct stateiiieut of the popula- 
tion, in place of tlio returns shown in the 
census compiled by tlie iigents of llie Dn- 
minion (lovernment. The most careful en 
ijuiry fails to slinw that there is any reason 
to believe that the census was not taken as 
cjirefuUy and accurately in Victoria as in 
any otlier town in Ikitiah Columbia." 

The citizens of Victoria expect the Gov- 
einment and tho people of the Dominion to 
liatea to reason a&d to decide between the 
two enumerations in accordance with the 
evidence which the city will in a sliort time 
lie in a position to produce. "Tlie most care- 
ful empiiry " spoken of by our contemijorory 
has not lieen made in Vancouver. It could 
not possibly be made there. But it has 
.'been made in Victoria by men who arc 
both honest and competent, and it docs 
show that the census was not accurately 
taken by the Cloveruinent oflicials. 

W'e have already shown that there was 
i;ojil reason for concluding tliat Victoria 
• contains many more inhabitants tliau is 
^hown by the oliicial census. There is not 
■ «a intelligent man in the city, and in a 
.-position to form an opinion on the subject, 
•who is not s.itislied that the Dominion 
census is largely inaccurate. .So general is 
this belief that when llie City Councii ile- 
oided to make a recount, not only was there 
not a single objection raised, but its action 
met with the warm a[iproval of the wliole 
population. 

The men who unilerlook the work have 
fiecitliav qiialilieations and fariliiics for 
-loing it elVectively ami accnrat-ly. Mr. 
Williams has compiled tlie Directory of tlie 
city for fourteen consecutive years, and his 
.partner, Mr. Hebler, has assisted him in 
(the outside work ably and eucrgetieally for 
-some time. It will be seen that taking the 
census was riiiilo in the line of business in 
U'hich these gentlemen ai(! engaged, anil 
/Jiat all they b.ad to do waa to enlarge their 
stuff in order to perform the work rapidly 
and llioroughly. 

The object of the Corporation was to 
•take the number of tho inhabitants of ihe 
city fairly, and Messrs. Williams and Heb- 
ler carried out that object conscientiously. 
Tlieir niethixls were specially devised to en- 
sure accuracy. Tliey spared neither time 
nar labor, nor expen.se tot make the count 
accurate. The result of their labors is now 
before tho Council, open to the examination 
of every householder and every sceptic, lot 
him come from wlicrc lie may. If 
6ho editor of tliO News-Advertiser 
wants to instiliut the " careful 
imiuiry " which ho talks about, but did not 
make, lot hiai examine the list of namea in 
the returns sent to tho City Council, and 
use tho rifilit means to find out whether 
those, who bear them, are to be found in 
6ho city or not. Tho Corporation courts 
enquiry, and so do the men who made the 
euumeration. 

Tho work of counting the inhabitants of 
Victoria has not been done slyly or secretly. 
SenUment hoa not had any thing to do with 
■the count. The Corporation deula with 
..hard facts and with notiiing else. Vioto- 
..rbna want to get at the truth in tliis mat- 
tor, und they have taken tho most effective 
«ray that they can think o! to find, out 



what the facts are. Tliey liave no f.iults to 
find with objections, provided the objectors 
are honest und take rational means to show 
that their objections are well grounded. 
But they have nothing but contompt fir 
ill natuied, euvious cavillers, who arc ever 
ou the watch to misrepresent and to injure 
them. 

We do not see why the News- .Advertiser 
should think it strange that the cilizcus of 
Viotoria should i|ue3tioii the accuracy of 
the otlioiul census. T'lie eitiz-.ui3 of Seattle 
believed that tho cenaua of their city, as 
taken by the Qovernment enumerators was 
inaccurate, and they demanded a recount. 
Tho result of that recount was not such as 
to lead people to place implicit faith in 
government enumerators. 'I'hero was, if we 
do not mistuke, a second ciiuiiier.ition in 
both Tacoma und I'orlland, und something 
\voi so tiian blunders were found in the way 
in which tho work of taking the census was 
done in MiiincapoHs. 

We have no dedie to cn.it the slightest 
reproach on the Census Commis.sioner fur 
Victoria, who is a niosl estimable man, and 
whoso integrity is beyond iiuestion. Hut 
wu are, nevertheless, fully convinced thai 
very serious mistakes were muke cither 
hero or in Ottawa, in the endeavor to uscer- 
tain the population of this city. 



CHANGED TIMES 

The agitation in I. eland has assumed a 
very singular aspect. The agitators are at 

war with each other, and .\Ir. Hnlfour is 
obliged to eni))loy his policemen tn jirotect 
one set of agitators from the vengeance of 
the followers of another m'.I. Matters have 
come to a singular pass in Irelund when 
O'Brien and Healy need police protection 
from the violence of the partisans of the 
Paniellite faction. Below is an extract 
from a telegram from Ireland, dated as late 
as last Tuesday. Mr. O'Brien was in Kil- 
kenny on that day to attend a county con- 
vention, lie was received at the atatiou by 
cheers from some and by groans from others. 
The telegram continues : 

"A strong police escort was drawn iu 
front of tho stiitiou, and as toon as Mr. 
O'Brien had taken his place in the car 
which the committee had providiil for bis 
use, the oliicers formed in a square about it, 
and tlie procession to the town- hull began. 
As the policemen and the carriage nioveii 
slowly along, the enthusiastic cheers of Mr. 
O'Brien's admirers were met, anil some times 
drowned, by the hisses and derisive jeers of 
those in the crowd who insisted on looking 
on the occupant of the carriage as one of the 
enemies of their dead leader. Presently the 
sinister cry of " Murder^ !" was heard, 
and until the arrival of the p.'oceaaion at its 
destination this epithet freely divided the 
honors of the occasion with the applause 
and hisses." 

When Mr. Balfour heard thia news he 
may be o.Kcuaed, if he smiled synically, and 
was impressed with the truth of the say- 
ing that, " The whirligig of Time brings iu 
his revenges." But this waa not the only 
extr.iordiiiary piece of news which the 
telegraph conveyed to the Secretary for 
Ireland. He must have learned on the 
same d.iy that Tipperary tenants, of all 
people in the world, were fraternizing with 
the police, whom, but the other day, they 
cursed so bitterly. At a holiday nicetiiig, 
held somewhere in that eriunty, the teii iiit 
f.irmera actually .^iibscribeil towanls a fund 
to provide jirizi-s for the coiistidiuiary's 
athletic games. Times, indeed, have 
changed in Ireland when this could come to 
piiss. But the cause of this change of feel- 
ing ia not far to seek. The Tipperary 
tenants have the certain prospect before 
them of becoming freeholders on easy 
tei'ma. Many of them are taking advantage 
of the tlovernment's Land I'urelmse Law 
to become possessors of the farms they till. 
Tliis prospect cheers their heaits and causes 
them to feel kindly towards the men v ho 
have been inslrumental in giving them what 
they hud been so long hoping for iu vain. 
Balfour is now no longer to them " blood}-," 
and the policeman, from being their enemy, 
has become their protector.

The '.^luebec Royal Commission to en(|uire 
into the I'.u.-aml Imodling ease has had sev- 
eral sessions. At the opening one the Hon. 
.J udge Jette delivered a short address, in 
which ho asserted the independence of the 
Commiaaion in very plain and very strong 
tern.s. He is reported, speaking of the ex- 
[iression of opinion with regard to the na- 
ture of the Commission and the scope of its 
authority, to have said : 

" There ia ono exprea-iion used among 
others which wa.s neither proper nor agree- 
able, but giving to him who used it the 
benefit of the circumstances which may 
have inspired it, we must declure our abso- 
lute dissent from the opinion that the Com- 
miaaiou ought to be under the control of the 
lixeoutivo. Tho Conimiasion may be re- 
voked, but it will not bo controlled by any- 
body. We hold ourselves totally imiepen- 
dent of interests and paasionn, uiul will 
I'udeavor faithfully and conseientioualy to 
e.irry out our task." 

Such being the tone of the Commissioners 
and such the spirit they evince, we are not 
Hurpriaod to find that honest men of both 
parlies in (Quebec, where they are b(..st 
known, have perfect conlideiice in their 
(irmnesH, their indf pendence ami their im- 
partiality. 

The proceedingH of tho lirst session are 
given at length in the principal daily papers 
of Toronto and Montreal. Tho evidence is 
not of much interest, as it wus all given be- 
fore tho Senate Committee, and published 
and commented upon. Mr. Armstrong 
proved very clearly that he had given Pa- 
caud ono hundred thousand dollura for hia 
influence with the Piovinoial Government 
to get his claim recognized and paid. When 
Ills testimony had reached the point where 
ho had handed over the five uhetjuea of 
twenty thousand dollars each to Mr. I'lrnest 
Pacaud, bo was sloppeil by .Judge Irvine, 
who appeared for I'acaud, and who raised 
tho objection that the Gommission had 
nothing to do with how thli money was 
spent, arguing that it belonged to Arm: 



strong, and if he had ctnno by it honestly it 
waa no one's business what ho did with the 
whole, or ivny part of it. l>esi(Ica, the Com- 
iniBsion hud to do with the acts of public 
olHeera ; neither Mr. Armstrong nor .\lr. 
I'acaud was a public oliicur, and, cor.se- 
quently, the Gontmission had no authority 
to entjuire into their conduct. If Mr. Ir- 
vine was right tho enijuiry might stop there 
and then. Kvery dollar of tho hundred 
lliousand might have been expended Ly 
these private persons in corrupting 
the sorvauta of the Governinent and 
the Commission could not ask a question 
with regard to it, or express an opinion as 
to its disposition. Mr. Irvine's argument 
was iiinenious, and we give it to our readers 
as it is reported in the Toronto Mail, lie 
said : — 

" 'J'he statute authorizing the a[i|ioint- 
nient of commissions of this kind limits 
ibeiii to malleis ciiiinectc.l with the govein- 
meul of the province, the conduct of ]mlilic 
ulliueie, or the acliuinisliutioii iif justice, 
where special means are not pioviileil by 
allot her statute. An Order-iu Cmiucil was 
passed authorizing the application to the 
iieiielit of the llaie de Clialeurs r.iilway, of 
curtain monies on ce: tain conditions and for 
certain jiurposi'.s, and .Mr. l.iinglier was 
appointed commissioner to carrj- out this 
i)i>ject. Mr. Armstrong has been shown to 
be a creditor of the company for a consider- 
able amount more than he has receiveil, und 
a creditor whose claim was certilied to by 
the tirst directors of the oomii iny. He is 
therefore one of those ruferied to in tlie 
Order-in-Coiiiieil as the recipients of tiic 
money voted by P.uliameiit to relieve tlie 
railway from its dilliculties. He agri^ed to 
accept SIT.'i.OOl), and that was paid him 
uniier the Order-in-Council. if ho thought 
it to be in hia intereat to pay a large sum 
out of that to anyone, that was purely his 
business. It was his money and not the 
public money." 

The objection was at a succeeding session 
overruled, iiud tho Commission went on 
with its investigation. 



.1 CAS A 1)1 AX STATESMAX. 

.Sir Clnirles Tupjier has madi^ his mark in 
Knglaiid. It is often said of Canadian pul)- 
lic men that they do well enough here in a 
rude, rough uiul democratic colony, but if 
they were in the larger and more cultivated 
field of tho Mother Country they would 
shine with a much diminished light. S.jiiie 
eminent C.uiadiuns have been in i'lngland 
ami won golden opinions of the people 
there. Among these is Sir Charles 
Tupper. He haa been now some time in 
Great Britain, and people there have had 
opportunities of seeing what manner of man 
he is and how ho compares with eminent 
public men in tireal Britain. Hoiv he haa 
stood the severe test is seen by the follow- 
ing estiiiui'.'j ,f him whicli has been made 
by the London Standaril. Coinnicnting 
upon an article contributed to tho Nine- 
teenth Century, by tho High Commissioner, 
the Standard says : 

"As a Canadian statesman, .Sir Charles 
Tupper Hpeiik.H with iuii|iie,ilii)n;i.ljle author- 
ity : while in the di,-cbarge of the trust re- 
posed ill hill: by till- people of the Dominion 
as High Comniissioner in Creat Biitain, he 
has resided long enough amongst us to e.ini 
the respect and alTection of Hnglishinon. 
Whatever may be held amiss in the fiscal 
system of the Kmpire, there has been reel- 
|)roeily in genius. H (Iieat Britain, in tlie 
first instance, lent to Ottawa, in the person 
of Lord Dull'eriii, a master of graceful 
s|ieecli, Canada has requited the service 
liy .'■ending as her representitive in London 
i^iie of the few great orators of our time."

A Hopeful Outlook of Better Times 
in Commeree 6eu- 
eraUy. 



New York, Oct. 17tli, 1891. 
Wo linve liiid nnotlier weoU of Iiult, in WiiU 
atrfct, except iit its close, when a fair rally 
set in. The halt may be saiil to have been 
iu the nature of a reaction from the late 
rapid boom in prices. The bears have don 
their best to depress viiluca ; hut, having 
sold upon an iilrcady heavily oversold 
market, their cfl'orts have reacted upon 
theinaclves, and their lari,'e out-^t.mdii 
liiihilities to return borrowed atouk really 
eoustitute the nuiin-stay oflhe nmiket f^ 
the time being. The bulls show no Ucs\- 
tancy in taking any amount of stock ollered 
hy tho epposlLe side ; hut aiieh purohaHOS 
are iirobiibly made chi(dly by professional 
or room operators, who calculate upon 
makiDg a moderate protit on an advance 
expected when tho large outstanding line of 
shorts come to bo covered. Probably, a 
olaaa of largo operators and the more c 
. servative among tho outsiders have stood 
aloof fron) other anil broader rcusons. 

There have been, undoubtedly, sov.n 
reasons for the recent halting attitmle. Th 
boom has already curried the whole list up 
to ft much higher range of value than \v 
probably warranted. To an important 
class of lioldera, who carried a weary load 
of accood and third class stocks for many 
months, the advance afiforded a chance of 
realizing, which was not allowed to pass 
uoimproved. Those stocks are now in tho 
httnds of a clacs who arc much less able to 
carry them than the original holders; and 
the latter do not at present care to repur 
chase their specialties at the current rangt 
of prices. ^Beyond this, the more prudent 
of the outsiders realized thoir profits, and, 
though still ardent bulls are prepared to 
buy in again at the proper time, prefer to 
reinvest upon a lower range of quotatioDS, 
All this is prudent, and it is assuring to 
witness such evidences of sound methods iu 
speculation. 

It is moreover to ho considered that 
allliough the whole range of conditions 
afTecting Wall street interests is in an 
unusually hopeful position, yet the pist rise 
iu prices has also been very important, if 
not (juite conunensurite with a conservii 
five estimate of those bullish factors. The 
crop BitiMtion, which was the principul 
cause of the boom, is not yet completely de 
velopt'd. Between the injury to spring 
wheat from the lato atortna and the in 
creased yiehl of winter wheat, it can only 
be roughly guessed what will be the domes 
tic output of that cereal; while the esti 
mates of the European crop are improving 
&nd may quite possibly reach considerably 
larger diiiiensions tliau have hitherto been 
•expected. The cotton crop also can be but 
vanuely ^{uesseil in its present stage. 
Tne Government October report show a very 
serious decline from the cou<lition given in 
the estimates of September, hut there is 
mncli distrust that the data on which the 
}3ureaii of Agriculture bases its dgures may 
have been distorted through influeiices com- 
ing from the Farmers' Alliance ; and this 
suspicioQ is countenanced by the tenor of 
private advices as well as by the un)>rece- 
dented volume' of the" c&rreht ' receipts of 
cotton. There are, however, so irany con- 
tingenciei) about this crop for the next few 
weeks that no expert would venture a defin- 
ite estimate of it until December. It is also 
to ho noted that while the business of the 
country at large is steadily improving, yet, 
at present, there is no such boom 
in general trade as has been ex- 
pected from tho extraordinary harvest ; 
iliis, however, is largely explainable from 
the fact the real results of a good hirvest do 
not come until the products have been in a 
good measure nmrketeil, which, at this 
stiigo, is not true of any of our farm staples. 
Owing to these uncertainties about the out- 
come of the grain luid cotton crops, there is 
a corresponding uncertainty, fur the time 
being, ns to wiiat may be the course of rail- 
road tralKc. While, therefore, there can be 
m (piestion about llie ultimate abundance 
of the crops and of the beneliciul ctl'ects of 
that abundance upon the general trade of 
the country at a later period, yet these un 
certainties us to certain details justify some 
hesitation iu speculative transactions, and 
uH'ord moderate material for helping those 
who may he interested in a decline in the 
prices of securities. 

It cannot he denied that there are factors 
in the European side of tho market that ure 
hopefid for its future course. The improved 
promise of the Uritish harvest has produced 
a better feeling in London. That factor 
suggests the probability of the importations 
of grain fulling below what hiM been ex- 
pected ; which so far favors a smaller ex- 
portation of gold to this country than has 
been calculated upon. Probabilities of this 
character have produced a better tone in 
the^ London stock market, the benefit of 
which has appeared in firmer quotations for 
American securities, it seems to be largely 
due to these njore favorable nfl[)i'ct.s that 
the Bank of Knghirul, on Th ursday, con- 
tinued its rate of discount at ,'1 percent., 
contrary to the general expectation that il 
would be iiilvauccd ; the action of the baidc, 
however, m.iy also have been inllm'uced by 
the fact that th,: ( xports of gold to the 
UuiliMl .^1 All's have M ilhin the last week or 
ten days shown some abatciniint. 

At this |i'jinl uKuii'V, both rui call and on 
time, wi.j k-i iM.sier, owing lo the imports of 
gold and the ib i.'iiuiog ileumnil from the 
interior for currency. This feature facili- 
tates the carrying of stocks and is so far a 
hull factor ->f some importance. 

Kor the present, the situation warrants 
conservatisiii. The halt in the upward 
movement is liuhlo to produce frequent 
temporary drops and quick rallies in prices; 
and it is advisable to wait f< r the porioils of 
such lluetuatioiis us the safest occasions for 
either buying or selling, lint nolwitlistand- 
mg the pnulencc of these reservations, I see 
iiii reason for any weakening of ooofidencc 
iu the ult mate revival of the boom and in a, 
further advance of pilces when the later 
benefits of large crops and of abundance of 
money make themsolvus more broadly felt.

London, Oct. 21. — In the term of court 
about to open there are 207 divorce eases on 
tho docket. Of these the spiciest are likely 
to bo that of the Countess Rusecll against 
her noble spouse, und that of tho actor 
Marias against his wife, tho noted Florence 
St. John. Both these cases will probably 
ho reached by the end of next month. 
Marios is constantly regaling his 
friends with a doleful tale of his 
wife's terrible temper, and declares 
that until they separated, scarcely a day 
passed without the fair h'loreuce testifying 
nor regard fur him by throwing some article 
of virtu at him, or smashing a few pieces of 
furniture to take the edge oil' her temper. 
The case is a double barrelled one, the wife 
having a story of her ow n lo relate which, 
if sustained, will put (piite a dilforent 
complexion on tho relations of tho couple. 
Another trial awaited with interest is that 
of Mr. (Jooch, the husband of Faiuiy Les 
lie, a l)iirlesi|U0 actress, once the popular darl- 
ing of vaudeville audiences. Gooch accuses 
his wife of adultery, iiaining as co-respon 
dent Freeman Thomas, manager for 
the last two seasons uf the prome 
uade concerts at Covent Garden, but 
whose cliief income is derived from 
the ownorahip of numerous taverns. He 
once kept a tavern much patronized by 
Americans, and their suddenly ncijuired 
I'higlish actress friends. Tho feature of his 
tirat concert season was a waltz dedicated 
to Fannie, which was continued in the re- 
pertoire despite Uooch's protests. Fannie 
is now somewhat posse, but has re- 
turned to the stage after a brief re- 
tirement, and OS a singer and dancer is 
considered a rival attraction to Bessie Belle- 
wood, tho former mistress of tho present 
Duke of Manchester. Thomas' wife is also 
suing him for divorce on accmint of his re 
lations with l''annie. Speaking of divorce 
leads ualurallyto the mention of the"tiilded 
.\ss," .Marmaduke Wood, who achieved no- 
toriety through his testimony in the divorce 
proceedings by which Lord Duolo tried 
to gel rid of his actress wife. Belle Bellon. 
\\ oud, is now a fugitive from justice, hav- 
ing defrauded a Portsmouth iim-keeper by 
means of bogus cheques. Ho has been 
forced to confess his claim to intimacy with 
Belle Belton, as well as well as his story 
that a number of tludes lo.ssed a ])enny to 
see which should have her, were falsehoods. 
The Marquis of Aylesbury, who 
has a divorce record of his own, 
is now in tho lowest linancial strains. The 
refusal of the courts to allow him to raise 
money by selling his ancestral estate of Sav- 
eroake, has frightened his creditors, and he 
linds it ilillicult to negotiate with the .Shy- 
locks im any terms. One of bis creditors 
recently grabbed an allowance of £1,- 
000 per annum, which ho in- 
herited through the death of his 
mother.

'The speiual coininiltco appointed by the 
r.iahop of Huron to consider tlio "plan of 
tile W'iuniiieg conference on the consolida- 
tion of the Angelican Church in British 
North America," mot in the Chapter 
House, London, on September L',3th. There 
were present : The Bishop iu the chair, the 
Very Rev. the I)can of Huron, the Vener- 
able the Archdeacon of London and Fley, 
the Rev. Canon timith, W. A. Young, 
Alfred Brown, J. C. .MacKen/.ie, R. McCosh, 
.Messrs. V. Crony n (Chancellor), A. H. 
Uyinond, .Indge Knnalinger, Charles ,Ieu- 
kins, W. I. Imlach, and L F. Hellmuth. 

His Lordship the Hishop, in presenting 
the subject for discussion, delined the 
course which the debate should take, and 
eaaneslly commended the matter to the 
wise and sympathetic consideration of the 
committee.
